After the hanging the body 
of the negro was riddled with bullets. 
Wallace had been kept out of town all 
Oday by Sheriff Farr in an attempt to save 


him from the mob. The prisoner made no. 


gesistance to the lynching and died pro- 
testing his innocence. a4 

The negro was lynched for an assault 
‘on Mrs. Henrietta, H. Miller, aged. 67 
years, going from Ics Angeles, Cal., to 
Denver to visit relatives. The deed was

ONLY THIRTEEN WOMEN ©

He is said to be 
wanted for bigamy in Chicago, San Fran- 
cisco, Des Moines, New York, St. Paul, 
Sumter, S. C., and Conway, Ark. His 
preliminary trial will be held here before 
the same justice of the peace who solem- 
nized his marmage with Mrs. Parker in 
September. 

Des Moines, Ia., March 25.—Mrs. Doro- 
thy Harvey, residing in Lake Park, this 
city, claims to be one of the ‘alleged 
thirteen wives-‘of;C. C. Nelson, who is 
now under arrest at St. Joseph on a 
charge of bigamy.

‘8 WD STORM 


Lives and Properly Are Destroyed 
in Louisiana, 


As Far as Known Two Persons Were 
Killed and Many Others Injured.

At the residtnce of John C. Ellis, 12 
riles south of Crowley, Richard was 
killed and Mr. Ellis’ sister was consider- 
ably bruised by the falling timbers. '

Twelve houses are reported as totally 
demolished, fruit trees were torn out of 
the ground and destroyed. It is thought 
that there were several other fatalities in 
the remote parts of the parish.

FIREMAN IS GIVEN $16,000 


Decision Is Rendered Involving the 
Fellow-Servants’ Law. 
St..Louis, March 25.~—The United States 
court of appeals, in a decision affrming 
the opinion of a tower court in’'the case 
of Warren G. Furey, a fireman, who 
sued the St. Louis and San Francisco 
railroad and secured a verdict awarding 
him $16,000 damages for injuries received 
in a collision caused by the failure of an 
Operator to deliver an order, held that 
the operator and fireman ‘were not fellow- 
Servants according to the Arkansas 
statutes. Judge Fhayer, who . gave the 
opinion, “found” they were not fellow-ser- 
vantS and they were not working together 
for a common purpose, thelr work being 
of a different character, and they were 
only breught together casually. This 
was adhered to by Judge Caldwell, but 
Judge Sanborn gave a dissenting opinion, 
holding that the operator and fireman 
were fellow-servants according to the 
statutes of Arkansas, the terms depart- 
ment and service being interchangeable 
and having the same meaning and that 

the judgment should be reversed. 


AMERICAN BOY iS ARRESTED 


Boris Gardner Is Imprisoned by Or- 
der of the Czar. 


St. Petersburg, Saturday, 
During the course of the recent domi- 
ciliary visits the police searched the house 
of an American, Mrs. Gardner, and ar- 
rested her son, Boris, who is a student. 
Nothing incriminating was discovered. 
Mrs. Gardner. hopes her son will be re- 
leased on the condition’ that he will go 
to England to complete his education. 

Among those imprisoned on account of 
the student riots are officers, lawyers, 
noblemen, noblewomen and the sons and 
daughters of officials. 

The official Messehger admits that 
from Moscow alone ninety-five students 
have been banished to Siberia and that 
567 have been imprisoned for terms rang- 
ing from three to six months.

Some Talk at Washington That New 
Government Will Show Clem- 
ency to the Americans. 
Rathbone’s Friends in 
Ohio Are Siuiocked.

Washington, March 25.—(Special.)— 
There is much speculation in Washing- 
ton over the ultimate fate of Rathbone, 


Neely and Reeves in view of the early. 


transfer of authority in Cuba to the new 
government. ‘There is much talk of the 
pessibility of escape from punishment on 
the part of these American prisoners 
when the new government takes hoid, 
but so far as can be ascertained there is 
no grounds for that talk except the usual 
doubt about the quality of Spanish jus- 
tice. 

Rathbone particularly is known to have 
made many friends among Cubans by his 
lavish expenditures of money. 

Official advices received by the post- 
Cffice department this afternoon from the 
director general of posts of Havana in- 
dicate that Rathbone, Neely and Reeves, 
who were sentenced yesterday to ten 


| years imprisomment each and heavy fines 


as the result of the Cuban postoffice 
frauds, will appeal from. their sentences 
to the supreme court of Cubu, the high- 
¢st tribunal in the island. The basis for 
the appeal will be points of law and pro- 
cedure. The findings ef fact mad by 
the court are not reviewatle. 
Fines Over $100,000. 

The separate fines, aecording to the 
offictal repcrt, aggregate $127,536, which 
is stated to Le the sum of the shortages 
in the @2neral account and‘in the sur- 
charged stamp account. 

The decision of the cuvurt is understood 
to have been unanimous on the general 
charges of embezzlement and conspiracy 
as to all three defendants. lx-Director 
General Rethbone, however, is believed 
to have been absolved front the charges 
as to “trips and general personal expen- 
ditures.”’

“Mr. Neely and I had ~»been good 
friends. As far as his dealings with me 
were concerned, he was perfectly honest. 
I deeply regret this sentence. I had 
hoped he would come clear. The sentence 
was too sevcre.” 

The sentiment of Muncie citizens is 
practically unanimous, that while Neely 
is probably guilty, he did not deserve go 
severe a sentence. .A majority of the peo- 
rle here hope the verdict will be reversed 
by the supreme court of Cuba, or that 
the United States government can inter- 
cede. 

Rathbone’s Friends Shocked. 

Hamilton, Ohio, Mareh 25.—Hamilton 
“was shocked at the severity of the sen- 
tence imposed in Havana on Estes G. 
Rathbone. It was felt here that Rath- 
bone was culpable, principally through 
the love of luxury. and social display, 
which lost Rim fortunes here, but nobody 
feels that he is wilfully crimiral or that 
he would/embezzle. 

A convicticn and a light sentence would 
have been generally approved by Hamil- 
tcn people, but it is felt that the court's 
sentence is too severe. 

Men Are in Prison. 

Havana, March 2.—C. F. W. ‘Neely, W. 
H. Reeves and Estes G. Rathbone, who 
were found guilty by the Audencia court 
yesterdsy of misappropriation of Cuban 
postal funds and sentenced each to ten 
years imprisonment and to pay fines of 
$56,701 in the case of Neely. $35.516 in the 
case of Reeves amd $35,323 in the case of 
Rathbone, are confined tonight by order 
of the court, in the Vivao prison.

The story 
of her infatuation for dogs is a retmark- 
able ane when read to connection with 
her embezzlement of thousands of dol- 
lars from her employers. 

Officer Long says the warrant for Mrs. 
Birdsall was sworn out in Philadelphia 
last May and for nearly a year the au- 
thorities were trying to locate her. They 
knew of her love for dogs and they ulti- 
mately hoped through that agency to 
catch her, and their calculations proved 
correct for it was a pet dog that led to 
her arrest in Atlanta.

She, 
kept them in rooms and made them sleep 
on fine beds with white counterpanes. 
They ate from costly china, plates and 
she fed them 6n squabs and spring chick- 
ens. She had two servants to keep the 
tiouse whom ‘she paid $10 a week, the 
same amount as her own salary. She 
also had a white man, a barber named 
Duff, whom she paid a handsome salary 
to wash her dogs and trim and comb 
their hair. The dogs were dressed in 
silk and velvet robes and wore gum boots 
made to order when they went. out to 
walk in damp weather. The little dogs 
were ridden in small coaches handsgmely 
fitted up. Gas stoves warmed the rooms 
in winter and once every day she had 
her pets bathed in costly bathtubs. She 
had a dog cemetery in which she buried | 
the dogs that died and over them she 
erected marble tombstones. All =the 
money she _ stole went on the dogs. 
While they were living in such sump- 
tuous style she was eating five-tcent 
lunches and dressing in the cheapest of 
garments. No one ever suspected her 
of having a dog family and it was not. 
known until after her embezzlement was 
discovered and she had run away. She 
carried a few of her dogs with her and 
sold Some of them to get money’ while 
hiding from the officers. I understand 
she sold one bull dog for several hun- 
dred dollars. She is altogether one of 
the queerest characters in the way of 
a criminal we ever had to d@al with.”’ 

Officer Long will leave for Philadelphia 
with his prisoner today at 12:50 o’clock. 
She has signed a paper agreeing to ac- 
company him and promising not to give 
him any trouble. 

It has not been decided yet whether 
or not she will be allowed to take her 
Maltese dog with her.

Case Goes to Jury 
Today. 


New York, March 2%.—Assistant District 
| Attorney Osborne summed up. for the 
prosecution today in the trial of Albert T. 
/ Patrick, accused of fhe murder of Wil- 
Nam M. Rice, Mr. Osborne referred to 
what he called an attack on Captain Ba- 


ker by Mr. Moore yest>rdav. 

“I was nevér so much -insulted.”” Mr. 
Osborne said, “and no jury was ever 
treated with so mucn contemnt as Mr. 
Mbore showed when he attacked the char- 
acter of Captain Baker. There is nothing 
fin’ the testimony, not a scintilla of evi- 
| dence, against Bake-.”’ 

“Mr. Moore obiected and Recorder Goff 
told Mr. Osborne to confine himself to his 
case. 

“Your honor should have stopped Mr. 
Moore vesterday,”’ Mr. Osborne protested. 

“He did not keep to the records: there 
was no word against Bakcr there.’ 
“Go on with your case,”’ ruled the re- 
corder. 

Lo . Moore said to you. gentiemen,”’ 

Mry Osborne continued to the jury, ‘‘that 
yo 5 must disregard the testimony of 
Jones. Well, I agree with him. Disregard 
Jones. Out of the door goes Jones. The 
case against Patrick is proved without 
‘the testimony of Jones. I will show the 
‘guilt of Patrick from the witnesses for 
‘the defense and out of the speeches of 
Mr. Moore and Mr. House.” 

Anarchy in Court. 

Mr. Osborne said that crime and crimi- 
nals must be stamped out. “Crime is 
rampant,” he said. ‘“‘A condition of an- 
erchy is growing. There was more an- 
archy in this court room during this tria! 
than I ever saw before in my life. The 
wery foundations of society were attacked 
by the behavior of counsel and conduct 
‘of the case.” 

Mr. Osborne asked the jury to consider 
S¢ it was reasonable +o believe that 4 
man like Rice, who beginning at $2 a week 
‘had amassed a fortune of $7,000,000, would 
choose Meyer and Short as witnesses to 
his will. 

“Do you think if I could find a good 
millionaire, stack on me—that is Patrick's 
lown expression—who wanted to leave me 
‘a million or more, that I would get wit- 
‘nesses out of my own office? Not much. 
The witnes-es should be men of un'm- 
peachable integrity. Where did Mr. Rice 
go for witnesses for his first wil.? Where 
gny sane man would go, to his bankers.” 
' Mr. Osborne faced toward the defendant 
and raising ‘his clenched hands above his 
head, said: . 

“Can any ore doubt the euilt of this 
man? That cremation letter, idiotically 
worded as it was, must convince any 
honest man of Patrick's guilt. 

“Remember, this is a lawyer’s crime.

BOERS BATTLE 


So Declares Abraham Fisch- 
er, the Amsterdam. 
Delegate, 


BURGHERS IN THE FIELD 
WILL NEVER YIELD ARMS 


Schalkburger and Party En_Route to 
Kroonstadt—Sir George Goldie 
Says the Outlook Is Dark 
for the British. 


— 


Wolvehoesk, Orange River Colony, May 
24.—The train having on board Acting 
President Schalkburger and his. party 
passed this place on its way to Kroon- 
stadt yesterday. The Transvaal govern- 
ment officials were accompanied b¥ Caip- 
tain Marker, Lord Kitchener’s aid de 
camp, and five other members of the 
staff of the British commander in chief 
in South Africa. The impression here is 
that the Transvaalers favor a general 
surrender of the Boer forces. 

Amsterdam, March 25.—Abraham Fisch- 
er, the Boer delegate, in an interview 
today, gives a variety of reasons why 
the Boers in the field should be in a 
mood to continue the war rather than ac- 
cept terr@s less advantageous than pre- 
viously demanded. The latest report from 
President Steyn, received under date of 
February 15, says: 

“Last year we fought hopefully; now, 
we are fighting with confidence, not to 
the bitter end, but to a happy end. The 
Boer forces have plenty of everything 
except clothing.”’ 

Dark Outlook for British. 

London, March 2%.—Sir George Goldie, 
vice president of the Royal Geographical 
Society, and founder of Nigeria, who has 
just returned from a thorough investiga- 
tion of South Africa, where he conferred 
with Lord Milner, Lord Kitchener, Cecil 
Rhodes, Sir Walter Hely-Hutchinson, the 
governor of the Cape of Good Hope, 
and numbers of other influential men, 
brings home rather pessimistic ideas of 
the general situation, from a British point 
of view. 

The conditions.in Cape Colony he re- 
gards as especially dangerous, and he 
considers that the most serious British 
difficulties will be encountered there in 
future, as at prseent. In the course of 
an interview with a representative of the 
Associated Press, Sir George Goldie, 
while recognizing the possible’ inde- 
pendence of Acting President Schalk- 
burger, said he was convinced that the 
question of peace or war rests in the 
hands of President Steyn and that Mr. 
Kruger and the other Boers in Europe 
no longer represent Boer opinion. 

The Real Difficulty. 


The real difficulty In the path of peace, 
he believes, is the questicn of granting 
amnesty to’ the Cape and Natal rebeis, 
and, Zir George says, the vague promises 
of the British gavernment have not the 
slightest weight while the fight ing burgh- 
ers are in their present state of mind. 
Sir George advocates granting amnesty to 
the rebels but he insists that every one 
must be disfranchised for life. This, 
he declares, would .go far toward allay- 
ing the bitterness of the loyalists, 

Sir George deprecates any attempt. to 
permit the use of a dual language. He 
says English alone must be the official 
language and adds that the fact that prac- 
tically the whole of the rising generations 
of the two republics are now in the 
concentration camps and are rapidly 
learning English will be «f great aid in 
this direction. 

He estimates that at least 100,000 arm- 
ed men will be needed in South Africa 
for some years after the conclusion of 
peace. Sir George failed to meet any 
Boers who yet recognized that they had 
been finally beaten, though some of them 
admitted that they had been temporarily 
overweighted by numbers. 


LAND MEASURE FOR IRELAND 


Introduced in the Commons by Chief 
Secretary Wyndham. 
London, March 25.—The chief secretary 
fcr Irdland, George Wyndham, intro- 
duced the Irish land bill in the house of 
commons today. Mr. Wyndham said the 
object of the bill was to amend the land 
purchase law. The government could 
not igaore the problem. owing to the 
acute crisis in agriculture, which was 
now at a standstill and in view of the 
fact that there was an alarming decrease 
in the advences for the purchase of land. 
owing to the unwillingness of the land 

owners to sell. 

The main provisicn of the bill author- 
izes tie land commission to take over the 
whol: or any part of an estate whose 
cwner !s willing to sell. The commission 
will then resell it to the tenants, but the 
assent of three-quarters of the number 
of tenants is necessary before the com- 
mission will undertake the transfer of 
any portion of an estate: The landlord 
may himself repurchase part of his es- 
tate, mot exceeding one-fifth of the total 
area, from the commissicn, thus becom- 
ing a tenant-purchaser. in case he de- 
sires to continue to reside on the estate. 
The bill does not provide for compul- 
sory purchase. Al! the transfer arrange- 
ments are in the hands ef the commission 
and is simplified as much as possible. The 
bill provides that cash, not exceeding 
£3,000,000 to be outstanding at any one 
time, may be advanced to the commission 
by the exchequer, thus enabling pur- 
chases to be made on a vastly larger 
scale than ever before.

The Hdgue, March 25.—During conver- 
sation today at the India Ciub, M. Daulnis 
de Rouronill, a Duten delegate to the 
sugar conference at Brussels, pojated out 
that the sugar produced in Dutch colo- 
nies would lose ground in the United 
States, but that the general rise in the 
price of sugar would probably open the 
British market for the Dutch colonial 
product.

New Orieans, March 25—The street car 
Arike may start any time after tomorrow 
hight’s meeting of the Street Car Men’s 
Union.

The railway companies have been guiet- 
ly arranging to secure men, depending on 
the city for protection. A volunteer po- 
lice is already being formed by the citi- 
zens on the lines of the organization 
which suppressed the Charles riots and 
the militia will be called out if necessary. 

The developments of the day were the 
tejection of the latest union demands by 
all the companies. 

Demands of Employees. 

There were two specia] features of these 
demands. One called for the employment 
of none but union men, candidates for 
position after proving satisfactory, being 
required to join ithe union at the end of 
sixty days. The companies answer that 
they do not interfere with the actions of 
their men as long as they perform good 
service and refuse to employ coercion in 
order to build up any organization in 
which the comp2nies have no interest. 

The second clause is for a nine-hours 
cay, at 20 cents an hcur. The companies 
reply that.eight months ago they raised 
weges over 30 per cent and the emplovees 
expressed gratitude and said their loyal 
setVice would amply repay their employ- 
ers. If they had summarily cut wages 
they would have been charged with bad 
faith. They think that the charge lies 
equally against the men and refuse to 
ccnsider the matter.

A TECHNICAL NECK-SAVING. 


Man Under Death Sentence May Es- 
cape the Gallows. 

sacksor, Miss., “March 25.—(Special.)— 
Antonio Dukes a white man under death 
scntence in Copiak county, has escaped 
the gallows on the most remarkable tech- 
nicality that has ever been brought be- 
fore the supreme court in a murder case. 

Dukes was charged with the murder of 
an cld peddler named James Welch in the 
Hiazeihurst neighborhood about one year 
ago.

The supreme court row decides that the 
issue on the charge of robbery was not 
the same as that on the charge of mur- 
aer, although the Ftlow inflicted during 
the robbery produced-the death and the 
result was the same as though the mur- 
cer had been originally intended.

He thought this a splendid opportunity 
to pilfer, so moved in the direction of 
the farm house without attracting the 
attenticn of any of the bridge repairers. 
He decided first to try a hill of sweet 
potatoes but on entering the large inclos- 
ure was discovered by Miss Wagoner 
from a window in the house. 

Her connection with this story 1s full 
evidence of her bravery and courage. 
Bhe armed herself with a hickory stick 
and went out in the yard to watch the 
yfegro. When he had filled his bag with 
potatoes and was about to leave the hill 
the young lady -ordered him to “hands 
up. She then called her aged uncle, 
Mr. Pearson, from the house, and request- 
ed him to bring her a rope.

IN MACON COURT 


Central Fights to Retain Possession of 
Valuable ‘Land. 


M., D. AND S. ALSO WANTS IT 


City Gave It to Former for Railroad 
Purposes—The Central Claims 
It Has Never Ceased To 
So Employ the Prop- 

erty. 


Macon, Ga. March 2%.—(Special.)—Spe- 
cial Master J. N. Talley, of the United 
States court, is taking testimony today 
in the case of the Central of Georgia 
Railway Company v. the City of Macon 
and the Macon, Dublin and Savannah 
Railroad.

to the Central of Georgia railway 
ohdition that it used the lands per- 
Gatiy “for railroad purposes and when 
Such use ceased the property was to re- 
vert to the city. It is said that the Cen- 
tral railroad ceased to use the lands, 
whereupon the city granted it to the Ma- 
con, Dublin and Savannah railroad. 

The Ceniral declares that it has never 
ceased to use the property since it was 
first granted to the railroad, and the Cen- 
tral is now contending in the courts for 
the right of possession. The result of 
the case will be awaited with great in- 
terest,

The Banks and Small Credits. 

An attempt was made by congress 
to popularize national banks and ex- 
tend their usefulness when the min- 
imum of their capitalization was cut 
down/to $25,000. As the consequence 
many small communities are now en- 
joying the presence and services of 
national banks that previously had 
none, 

Still the banks are not th2 popular 
institutions that they should be and 
are not serving some of the most hu- 
man uses for which they were invent- 
ed. Men who bear about the solid+ 
sounding title of banker seem indis- 
posed to bother themselves and their 
institutions with transactions in the 
deposit and credit line that do voy 
spell out in hundreds, thousands and 
millions. 

Yet they are not too troublesome for 
a great financial institution such as 
the Bank of France. It has $800,009,. 
000 of capital and deals in the loang 
of the greatest nations of Europe. But 
one of the humblest of the shopmen, 
workingmen, women wage-earners, 
peasants or farmers of Paris or France 
can go to that bank or its branches, 
prove their credit and discount bills 
for as small a sum as $1.00. Last year 
the Bank of France discounted nearly 
17,000,000 separate credit papers and 
the average value of them was $117. 
Taking out the bills that figured into 
thousands and millions, there yet re 
mained an enormous volume of bills 
of the minor amounts—all of them far 
below the $100 mark. 

The results of this policy, pursued 
by the great bank and its colleagues’ 
in France, are that the people off 
France are encouraged to make sav- 
ings and to use their credit, however 
small, in profitable production. And 
those are results which are greatly 
to be desired in our own country. We 
have some illustration of the benefi- 
cial effects in the records of the savd 
ings banks alone of New England and 
the north. 

It is not the chance to save that the 
people need most, but the chance to 
botrow on their credit in small sums 
and upon the lowest market terms. 
The institution of such a policy as that 
of the Bank of France by the national 
banks of the south would produce tre- 
mendous transformations in our daily 
life. Men would be enccuraged not 
only to save, but to employ their en- 
ergy and talents in a thousand pro- 
ductive ways for which they need only 
a small capital on easy terms of cred- 
it. Such a policy would not only pay, 
the banks large profits over the ex: 
pense of accounting, but stimulate con- 
ditions that would demand yet larger 
and increment-earning uses of their 
capital and deposits. 
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A South Atlantic Subtreasury. 

Our special Washington correspond- 
ent gave our readers yesterday the 
details and present status of the effort 
to establish a subtreasury of the 
Wnited States in the South Atlantic 
district. Any one who will look at 
the map of the union and consider that 
in all this region that lies south of 
Washington and Cincinnati and east 
of New Orleans there is no subtreas- 
ury will realize the most prominent 
argument in favor of the demand for 
one that is now pending in congress. 

The large area indicated not only 
contains more than ten millions of 
people, but embraces a majority of the 
cotton states, the mineral centers of 
mining and manufacturing, the region 
of naval stores industries, and the 
enormous commerce of our muitiply- 
ing farms and factories. The neces- 
sity of having ready at stated periods 
the money for the projecting and 
handling of the products of so many 
people and enterprises is annually 
growing more urgent. At present the 
banks of this section are compelled 
to make the deposits of their reserves 
remote from their own territory and 
to transport funds to and fro for 
emergency demands at large costs for 
exchange and expressage. 

Scarcely any intelligent man can 
deny the need of a subtreasury located 
in some one of the South Atlantic 
states. The point of location should 
be where it will do the most godd to 
the largest constituer.cy, and that is 
why Atianta believes it should be lo- 
cated here. 
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The Demand for Canals. 

Looking at the matter superficially 
one might naturally conclude that the 
multiplication and cheapening of rail- 
ways, both steam and electric, would 
work to abolish demands for water- 
ways where railways are possible. 
But it is not so. Leaving out of view. 
for the present the interoceanic canal 
schemes, we turn to consider other 
canal propositions that are forming 
for public exploitation. 

The Hennepin canal, to make a ship 
transit course eventually from Lake 
Michigan into the Mississippi river, is 
being slowly and steadily pushed along 
and one of these days will be taken 
up vigorously and completed. Now 
comes the project for a canal from the 
eastern side of Lake Michigan to 
Toledo, on Lake Erie, thus cutting off 
the present necessity of tdking Chica- 
go craft around the Michigan eastern 
peninsula via Lake Michigan, the 
straits, Lake Huron and the St. Clair 
river. If that canal should be built 
ships would run almost directly east- 
ward from Chicago to Buffalo. 

New York state is now debating ap- 
propriations to widen and deepen the 
Erie canal into a barge, or maybe a 
ship, canal; in which event the ships 
from Chicago could steam right on to 
the siudson and througn New York; 
bay to the ports of the workKd. With 


ship way vessels of war or commerce 
could travel from New York around 
to New Orleans by this inland route. 
The military and naval advantages of 
such a route may some day be of sav- 
ing substance to the nation. 

Another canal that is needed and 
will be’ more urgently needed as we 
go further into the future is the ship- 
canal across the northern portion of 
Florida, from the mouth of the Su- 
wanee river on the gulf to the mouth 
of the St. Marys river on we Atlan-, 
tic’ The saving of time, exchange, in- 
surance and from loss by heating off 
cargoes in the transit of western prod- 
ucts would pay the cost of that canal 
in a very few years. 

These projects are not visionary ones 
and the exigencies of needful competi- 
tion and other valuable considerations 
are bringing them into greater promi- 
nence every year. There are, doubt- 
léss, men in Atlanta today who will 
live to see every one of them fully, 
and profitably realized. 
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Talking About Mendicants. 

There is something painfully amus- 
ing about the serious way in which 
some eastern republican muewspapers 
refer to the Cubans as mendicants. 
Even those who think that some small 
concession of tariff rates should be 
made, for honor’s sake, still refer to it 
as a contribution to a crowd of men- 
dicants! 

In the first place that epithet is a 
most gracious and unpardonable 
insult flung into the face of the strug- 
ging Cubans. In the second place, if 
is an impeachment of the integrity of 
the representations made to this gov- 
ernment by Governor General Wood. 
In the third place, it is a denial of the 
necessity of the policy toward Cuba 
that has been officially recommended 
by the president of the United States. 

The Cubans are not mendicants in 
the offensive sense given the term by 
the Dingleyite republican press. They 
are a people who are heroically en- 
deavoring to accomplish their inde- 
pendence along the lines of our dicta- 
tion and in doing so they have encoun- 
tered conditions that threaten the pa- 
ralysis of their chief industries and 
the consequent impoverishment of 
their people and newly contemplated 
government. Naturally and rightfully 
they appeal to us for that assistance 
which we can give them wi.aout the 
loss of a cent of actual revenue or a 
dime’s detriment to any of our indus-" 
tries. 

We are in honor bound to give theny 
that help, and the longer we hesitate 
about it the less of justice and neigh- 
borly kindness there will be about it 
when it shall be done. It is impossible 
that a gang of protection-pampered 
beggars should prevent it by gather- 
ing about the halls of congress andj 
yelling ‘“‘mendicant” at Cuba. 

But if the Cubans are mendicants 
because they need our help in the form 
stated, what shall be said of that large 
army of persons who are, and have 
been for so many years, the beneficia- 
ries of the unconditioned bounties of 
the prohibitive protective tariff? What 
of that crowd whose enormous wealth 
has been accumulated from the extra 
loot that Dingleyism has enabled them 
to levy off the earnings of the plain 
people? And what of that body of af- 
fluent ship owners who are now camp- 
ing between congress and the treas- 
ury vaults waiting for the subsidy bill 
to become their sight draft on millions 
of the public treasure for half thle 
lifetime of the generation now a-born- . 
ing? 

Of course, they are not mendicants! 
Perish the thought! 
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Judge Baldwin, of Ccnnecticut, Is an- 
cther of those stall-fed philosophers who 
thinks a dcllar a day is plenty for the 
average workingman.

THE FARMERS OF THE WEST 


Former Georgian Tells of the Work 
They Do. 


M. T. HANCOCK WRITES LETTER 


| Says the Westerner Does More and 


Makes More -Than the 
Georgian, 


a 


Pelham, Ga, March 25.—(Special.)—Ed- 
itor Blanton, of The South Georgia Home, 
is in receipt of an interesting letter from 
New Orleans in reference to his article 
on industrial education in Georgia, which 
appeared recently in The Constitution. 

The letter is from M. T. Hancock, who 
formerly lived in this state. He is the 
inventor of the celebrated Hancock-Slic 
plow and one of the largest and most 
successful manufacturers in the United 
States. He accuses Georgia farmers of 
being unprogressive and says: 

‘While the farmers of Georgia uSe @ 
6-inch plow with one man and 4 mule to 
break land, the —, farmers use 
gang plows, turning er from two to 
three feet with the same man, and by this 
you see the fwestern armer does *hree 
or four times as much in a day as the 
Georgia farmer and he, therefore, must 
make three or four times as much on 
account of his improved method of doing 
everything. If the northwestern farmer 


he and his animals both would starve 
to death, as one-half of the year their 
cold weather prevents the grass from 
growing and the stock has to be fed. 

“Also the Georgia farmer can go out 
and-dig up his pine stumps for fire wood, 
while the western farmer has to buy his 
coal and haul it from the railroad in 
order to keep from freezing during the 
long winter. But it seems to be the rule, 
ewhere nature does the most for man, 
man does less for himself.”’ 


NEW PLANTS IN MISSISSIPPI. 


Various Industries Are Launched. 


Mills Double Their Capacity. 

Jackson, Miss., March 25.—(Special.)— 
Nearly a dozen cotton factories have 
been built in Mississippi during the past 
year or so. All seem to be doing a flour- 
ishing business, judging from the fact 
that several of the number have recently 
decided to double their gppacity and 
make extensive improvements. 

Many of the mills are running night 
and day and cannot fill all the orders of- 
fered. Shipments to the Orient are quite 
y frequent, and in the years to come it 
is believed that the bulk of the manu- 
factured product in this section will go 
in that direction. 

The past week has been one of unusual 
activitv in industrial circles., Many new 
mercantile and lumber manufacturing 
concerns have been launched, and other 
manufacturing enterprises of more or 
less note are reported by the score. 

Of especial importance in this list are a 
clothing factory at Tupelo with a capital 
stock of $50,000, a fertilizer factory at Cen- 
terville with a capital of $100,000, a cotton 
oil mill at Itta Bena with a $60,000 capital, 


and a hydraulic compress and ice and 
fertilizer plant at Crystal Springs. 


UNUSUAL REQUISITION CASE. 


Extradition Process Stayed Because 
of Alleged Mob Violence. 
Jackson, Miss., March 2.—(Special.)— 
rather unusual requisition case is now 
pending before Governor Longino. 
Charles Martin, a citizen of Louisiana, 
was arrested in Hazelhurst a few days 
since at the request of the sheriff of Tan- 
gipahoa parish on the charge of seduction 
and murder. An attorney was secured 
by the prisoner and an effort made to 
secure a writ of habeas corpus from 
Chancellor Conn on the. ground that a 
mob was waiting «gin Tangipahoa parish 
to lynch Martin in case -he should be 
taken back for trial. The chancellor re- 
fused to grant the writ on the ground 
that he did not have the jurisdiction or 
authority to do so, but referred the case 

to Governor Longino for settlement. 

The governor had in the meantime re- 
ceived a requisition from the governor 
of Louisiana to secure the custody of 
Martin. On yesterday tne addressed a 
letter to Governor Heard and also a com- 
munication to the sheriff of Tangipahoa 
parish inquiring as to the truth or falsity 
of the prisoner’s fear of mob violence. It 
it not likely that the matter will be dis- 
posed of for several days. 

The specific charge against Martin is 
that he betrayed a young girl who lives 
a short distance from Amite City, and 
that after a child was born he took the 
infant to the woods and murdered it.

To Marry Son of Dr. Ogden Doremus, 
of New York. 

Columbia, S. C., March 25.—(Spevcial.)-- 
It is announced that Miss Maud Odell, 
the handsome actress, of Beaufort, S§. 
C., is soon to wed the son of Ogden 
Doremus, the noted New York phvsi- 
clan. Miss Odell is well known as a 
stage beauty. She has been much en- 
tertained in Boston society, 

Miss Euphemia McClintock, who has 
been the lady principal of the Presbyte- 
rian College for Women for the past 
six years, has just been elected president 
of that institution to succeed Dr. R. P.

The college was chartered in Athens more 
than sixty years ago by the state legis- 
lature and is the property in fee simple 
of the North Alabama conference. Dr. 
Davis, the retiring president, who goes 
to Anniston, has no authority to remove 
the college or merge it into the school at 
Anniston. 

The college will run as it has for long 
years. It is in a flourishing and prosper- 
ous condition and with-Dr. Glenn, who 
has just been elected to the presidency, 
has a brilliant future ahead. 


THREATENING NEGRO KILLED. 


He Followed White Man and Would 
Not Move On. 

Columnbua, S. C., March 25.—(Special.)— 
Gus Johnson, a negro desperado, was 
killed at Nichols, Marion county, yester- 
by D. §S. Pittman, railroad agent 
and a prominent citizen of that place. 

As Mr. Pittman closed his office for the 
night and started for his home he was 
followed by the negro,. who, with’an ugly 
and dangerous kpife, made threats of vio- 
lence. On reaching the gate of his prem- 
ises Mr. Putnam ordered the man to 
move on, and, refusing to do so, he was 
shot with a double barreled shotgun with 
deadly résults.

The negro was charged with an assault 
on a little white girl whose name is with- 
held. Zigler had a preliminary hearing 
and was bound over to the grand jury. 

The sheriff started to town with his 
prisoner, but was overtaken by the mob. 

Without demonstration, the negro was 
taken from the hands of the sheriff and 
swung toa tree. The coroner’s.jury ren- 
dered a verdict that the negro came to 
_ death ‘‘by the hands of unknown par- 
ties.’’

Chattahoochee County People Object 
to Change of Plan. 

Columbus, Ga., March %.—(Special.)— 
Dr. Charles Howard, a prominent citizen 
and influential democrat of Chattahoochee 
county, who was in the city today, says 
that the people of Chattahoochee county 
are opposed to any change in the man- 
ner of nominating senatorial candidates 
in this district. The change he refers to 
is a proposition to permit the democnatic 
voters of the entire district to assist in 
making the senatorial nomination, a Ma- 
rfon county man being, of course, selecte®.

Assistant Surgeons Cromer and Mon- 
crief To Leave the Service Be- 
cause of the Appointment 
of an Outsider—Capt. 
Erskine Resigns.

An order was issued yesterday from the 


office of Adjutant General J. W. Rob- 
ertson declaring null and void the elec- 
tion of Lieutenant Colonel Clifford L. 
Anderson and Major V. H. Shearer of 
the Fifth regiment infantry. 

Some time later in the day it was dis- 


result of an erroneous impression, and 
it was revoked by the adjutant general. 
Under paragraph 49, article 5, of the 
regulations governing the state troops, 
it is requirad that all military officers 
must appear before the examining board 
and stand their examinations not within 
thirty nor beyond forty days of the re- 
ceipt by the president of the examining 
board of the orders directing that the 
examination be held. More than forty 


days have elapsed since such order was 
issued in the case of Li2utenant Colonel 
Anderson and Major Shearer, and for 
this reason the adjutant general issued 
the order stated, and declared their elec- 
tions null and void. A copy of the order 
was sent to Colonel Park Woodward, 
and in it he was directed to order new 
elections. 

When the matter came to the atten- 
tion of Lieutenant Colonel Anderson he 
saw Adjutant General Robertson about 
it. He stated that he had been given 
to understand that he had ninety days 
inst2ad of forty within which to appear 
before the board. The same applied to 
Major Shearer. It was also explained 
why the examinations had not yet been 
held. It {is stated that the paragranvh 
of the regulations referred to amplies 
onlv to line officers, and that field and 
staff officers have ninety days in which 
to stand their examinations. 

Upon this explanation of th2 case Ad- 
jutant General Robertson revoked the 
order. It is expected’ that, Lieutenant 
Colonel Anderson and Major Shearer wiil 
stand their examinations some time next 
month. 

Two Surgeons Resign. 

Lieutenants J. H. Cromer and W. H. 
Moncrief, assistant surgeons of the Fifth 
regiment, have tendered their resigna- 
tions to Colonel Park Woodward. These 
resignations followed close upon that 
of Surgeon FE. C. Davis. and the appoint- 
ment of Dr. B. W. Bizzell to succeed 
him. 

Drs. Cromer and Moncrief resigned, it 
is stated. becanse the commandire of- 
ficer went outside th> regiment for a 
chief surgeon. Thev have been connected 
with the regiment for several years, and 
their friends. it is stated. felt that the 
action of those in authority in ignoring 
them in making such an appointment 
was a slight. 

Dr. Cromer in speaking of the matter 
did not hesitate to assign this as one of 
the reasons why he had sent in his resig- 
nation. He said he had cont>mplated 
leaving the regiment for some time be- 
cause of the fact that the state had done 
nothing toward keeping up the m@dical 
department of the militia, this being 
Dr. Davis’ reason for leaving The ser- 
vice. Then, he stated, another man had 
bean appointed captain and surgeon over 
the two assistant surgeons who had becn 
with the regiment for some time. and 
he felt there was nothing left for him to 
do but resign. Dr. Moncrief, h2 stated, 
would nursue the same course. 

Another resignation in the regiment {s 
that of Captain Mike Erskine of the Hi- 
bernign Rifles. Captain Erskine’s resig- 
nation. however, was not so much of a 
surprise. He. stated some time ago to 
friends that he intended to take this 
step at an early dats. 

Captain Erskine ‘said he tendered his 
resignation on account of the fact that 
Anterest in the regiment seemed to bs:

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MURDERED CHILD 
FOUND IN WOODS 


ile Gir! Stabbed to Death and 
Her Body Thrown Away, 


Coroner Holds an Inquest and Jury 
Asks That Murderer Be Caught 
if Possible—Murdered Child 
Was Little Girl Three 
Weeks Old. 


The body of a murdered child was found 
in the woods on the Peachtree road, be- 
tween Eleventh and Twelfth streets yes- 
trday morning and the inquest by the 
coroner later developed a foul crime. 

City detectives are now hard at work 
trying to find some clew by which to 
fasten the guilt upon the murderer or 
murderers, 

Wrapped in a blanket, with the marks 
where the murderous knife had stabbed 
her breast, the little girl was found lying 
in a ditch. The discovery was made by 
a northern lady who is in Atlanta on a 
visit. She took an early morning stroll 
to view a line of old Confederate fortifi- 
cations and it was in the ditch the sol- 
diers made while throwing up the earth 
that she saw the dead child. 

The police were notified and the coroner 
was summoned. A jury was empaneled 
and an inquest held. There were but few 
witnesses and when the verdict was made 
the police had a murder mystery on their 
hands. 

While the child was young, probably 
not more than a few weeks old, yet a 
human life had beén taken, and a crime 
committed, and the officers of the law 
felt that it was their duty to find, the 
murderer or murderers, if time and per- 
severance could accomplish the end. 

The lady who discovered the body 
testified and stated how she had first 
seen the murdered child lying in the 
ditch. 

A physician stated that the child had 
been killed by a knife stab in the right 
breast. The age of the child could not’ 
be exactly stated, but she must nave 
been at least three weeks old. The_body 
had probably lain in the woods four or 
five days. 

That was all there was for the jury 
to make a verdict with. The child had 
been murdered, the verdict stated, and 
the jury -recommended that the guilty 
persons be found, if possible, and held 
for the crime. 

The place where the murdered 
was found is a secluded spot, where 
people rarely go. The woods are thick 
and it was far from the-road. The mur- 
derer doubtless killed the little girl and 
then carried the body into the woods at 
night. It seems next.to impossible for 
the murderer to ever be caught and the 
crime will probably take its place among 


the. murder mysteries that are never 
solved.

« 


Lawlessness at Tate, Ga., Causes 
Citizens Uneasiness. 


EFFORTS TO SsTOP TROUBLE 


Oscar Bane Tells What Has Been 
Done To Suppress the 
Whitecap Outbreak. 


The residerts of Tate, Ga., have been 
very much agitated of late over repeated 
acts of lawlessness that have been per- 
petrated on the negroes cf that commu- 
nity. Many good laborers have been 
driven away from the town and the mar- 
ble companies have had trouble in hold- 
ing others to their work. Oscar F, Bane, 
presid2nt of the Georgia Marble Com- 
pany, was in Atlanta yesterday on busi- 
ness. Upon being asked by a representa- 
tive of The Constitution concerning the 
trouble and what steps were being takea 
to suppress it, he said: 

‘We all deprecate the recent violence 
and will joir Dv George B. Tate and 
Colonel Sam Tate in their effort to break 
up the gang of whitecappers that have 
lately been terrorizing the negroes of our 
community. It is probable that an or- 
ganized and determined effort will be put 
cn foot shortly with the view of subdutng 
the mob of mischief-makers. 

“A few drys ago a negro church was 
burned “In Tate, as was also the negro 
school house, and when the novelty of 
public destruction had worn away the 
mob put dynamite under sevcral negro 
cabins and tried to blow them up. Many 
of the colored population in our section 
are very much alarmed and many are 
afraid to venture out after nightfall, 
many having recently been rocked by 
crowds of white men and boys. 

‘‘Negroes employed in the rubbing beds 
and as truckmen at the marble quarries 
have become so wrought up they threat- 
en to leave the community. The Georgia 
Marbie Company, Blue Ridge Marnble 
Company, Geerge B. Bickles & Co., the 
Marble Hill Quarry Company and the 
Southern Marble Company have been put 
to no little inconvenience on account of 
the paralysis that has struck their ne- 
gro laborers, and are anxious to break up 
the gang of whitecappers and put a stap 
to the outlawrv. It Is probgble that 2 
reward will be offered for the arrest and 
conviction of those responsible for the 
recent violence. The sentiment of the 
better class of white pecple in Pickens 
county is opposed to the violeace visited 
upon the negroes. 

“No reason can be ascribed for the 
acts of lawlessness except malicious mig- 
chief, as the negroes are in the main 
quiet, law-abiding citizens who iive 
peacefully in their homes and some ~* 
them have been working in_ thé?

KONTZ CALLS FOR 
SPECIAL MEETING 


City Finances Are Considered at a Very 
Low Ebb. 


BOARD BORROWS FROM BOARD 


Board and Fire Department All 
in Need of Money. 


Chairman Kontz has called a meeting 
of the finance committee to take place at 
ll o’clock this morning. The meeting 
promises to be one of more than ordi- 
nary interest in view of the fact that, as 
Mr. Kontz stated, the city has reached 
a crisis in its financial affairs. 

The principal matter to come before the 
meeting will be the ways and means of 
providing sufficient money to improve the 
worn out streets in the center of the 
city. The subject is one that has caused 
the greatest contention and heart-burn- 
ing in the city hall. Mayor Mims has re- 
peatedly called attention to the street im- 
provements necessary, to which Commis- 
sioner Collier has as repeatedly replied 
that he had no money at his command 
t. do any more work than he was already 
doing or had already done. With the 
year still in its youth, and the appropria- 
tion for street improvements practically 
exhausted, Mayor Mims called upon the 
finance committee to see ff it could not 
secure more money. 

$5,000 at Least Needed. 

It will take about $5,000 to put the cen- 
trally located streets in good _ repair. 
Where the money is to come from is a 
question the finance committee will have 


to decide, 
The shortage of money for stréet im- 


|} provements is not the oniy serious ques- 


tion staring the city in the face. Others 
departments are as badly if not worse 
hampered. The sanitary department has 
authorized the purchasing of about $4,500 
worth of equipment, and this amount will 
have to come out of the regular appro- 
priation. If, after the expenditure of this 
sum, the department runs short, it will 
have to depend on council to help it ge- 
cure more 

Speaking for that body the finance com- 
mittee states that no department can ex- 
pect further aid; that the money is simply 
net to be had, and that each hoard must 
kéc, -within the limit. If not, the mem- 
bers cf the board will be called upon to 
shoulder the responsibility. 

School Board Behind. 


The board of education is also greatly 
hampered. There are at present 60 chil- 
dren to a room, and hundreds who will 
apply and yrobably be refused admis- 
sion in the fall for lack of space. Hun- 
dreds of small children are now occupy- 
ing seats much too large for them. Sev- 
eral new schools are needed, and badly, 
but there is no money to build them. 

The extension of the sewer system to 
the city Hmits is another matter réqulr- 
ing mecney. The fire department needs 
money. There is no engine house between 
St. Philip church and Grant park, and 
this section of the city is greatly in need 
of better fire protection. 

With all these things staring it in fhe 
face the finance committee is up against 
a stiff proposition. The annual revenue 
shows a proportional decrease. The tax 
collections for February showed a fall- 
ing off of $400 below the receipts of last 
year. 

Opposes Tax Levy. 

In this emergency Mayor Mims has 
suggested that if nothing else can be 
done, an extraordinary tax levy ought to 
be called for. In speaking of this, Chair- 
man Kontz says: 

‘T do not think the idea ought to be 
entertained for a moment and I dan’t 
think it will be seriously considered. 
There is only one thing for the depart- 
ments to dc-—to keep within appropria- 
tions. We will simply have to economize 
in every possible way. 

In regard té the present emergency, 
may be that the 
decide to take $2,000 from the $7,000 ap- 
propriated to the sanitary department for 
the purpose of buying a lot for the build- 
ing of a city stable. The board of health 
does not seem inclined to spend this 
money at present and it could be expend- 
ed when the time came for the purchase

New Orleas, March 25.—Our market opened 
! to 2 points lower in sympathy with Liver- 
pool, but fresh outside buying shortly after 
caused an advance of 6 to 7 points from the 
bottom. The liberal New Orleans and Hous- 
ton estimates for tomorrow, coupled with the 
heavy interior receipts and the weakness of 
Spots, caused a break of 14 to 16 points from 
the top, making the net loss 10 points on old 
crop months and 7 on new. There is bare 
possibility. of a general strike at Lowell on 
Thursday, as two unions have voted to strike, 
end it.is expected the others will also.’ The 
semi-weekly receipts for the thirteen leading 
interior towns are estimated as indicating 
33,000-against 35,000 last year, while the

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 

New York, March 25.—Today’s stock marke 
began to reflect the expectation of the com- 
ing triple holiday from Thursday until the 
Monday after Easter. So long an interval in 
the trading always prompts some closing out 
©f accounts. There is additional incentive that 
the narrow resources of the money market may 
lead .to a flurry in rates when the demand de- 
velops for loans to carry over from Thursday 
unti) Monday. There were no immediate de- 
velopments. of importance in today’s money 
market, but a. number of important require- 
ments are to be met for the first of the montn 
and the beginning of the coming quarter. 
These requirements are known to be so con- 
siderable, owing to the projects of syndicates, 


‘that the available credite of the banks within 


the legal requirements of the 25 per cent cash 
reserves would be more than wiped out in 
meeting them. An extensive shifting of loans § 
obviously will be mecessary to meet the situa- 
tion. Bankers express confidence that the 
steadiness of the money market will not be 
disturbed, but speculators on margin with bor- 
rowed maney know from costly experience that 
this does not necessarily mean that their call 
loan accommodations will be undisturbed at a 
pinch. There was a revival of apprehension 
this morning of labor troubles in the anthra- 
cite region, which eeems to be justified owing 
to the contingent order of the conventign be- 
fore adjourning for a strike unless certain de- 
mands are complied with. Reassurances on 
the part of those connected with the coal inter- 
ests that no strike was anticipated were not 
wholly reassuring, and there was fiquidaticn 
in Reading.

true-=Terrell Clubs to Work in Harmony. 
Political Gossip. 


| R Pv. A. J. BECK, of DeKalb county, 

candidate for state: school commis- 
sioner, delivered an address at the Grand 
opera house last night in the interest of 
his candidacy. 

The feature’of Rev: Mr. Beck’s address 
was several charges which he preferred 
against the official record of State School 
Commissioner G.. R. Glenn. These in- 
cluded charges of giving unfair advan- 
tages to certain schools and the pupils 
of certain schools in preparing examina- 
—_ questions, illegal issuing of state 
Pie sis and borrowing money on the in- 

orsement of an agent for a book com- 
pany, 

The audience was small. but he had 
#ome enthusiastic supporters in the 
‘house, and his sentiments and assertions 
‘were frequently applauded. 

Mr. Beck spoke first of his charge that 
the school attendance has decreased. In 
Spite of the statements made by Professor 
Glenn, he asserts that the decrease in 
enrollment has been 2 per cent. While 
there has beeh an increase in the number 
of pupils in schools, there has been an 
actual decrease, he claims, in the per- 
centage of enrollment. 

He next discussed the question of state 
uniformity of schoolbooks. He claimed 
that a system of uniformity would cause 
& great saving to the people of the state. 
In Virginia, he said, schoolbooks cost 
from 2 to 12 cents less than in Georgia. 
He contradicted Professor Glenn's asser- 
tion that the adoption of a system of 
uniformity would cost the people of the 
State $500,000. The books now in use in 
the state, he says, cost, according to 
| Professor Glenn’s own figures, onl $122, - 

’ y hes 
805.43. Next yéar, he said. 116 counties 
will make new book contracts, necessitat- 
ing the purchase of new books. This, he 
stated, will cost nearly as much as state 
uniformity, but neither will cost any- 
where near $500,000. 

P Charges Against Glenn. 

Rey. Mr. Beck concluded his address 
as follows, making five charges against 
the present state school commissioner: 

Standing, as I do tonight, between the mul- 
titude of Georgia’s children and the reputation 
of an official, I have to perform the most 
painful duty of my life. With no personal 
feeling, no bitterness toward the man, I am 
compelled to bring charges against the official 
life of the present state school commissioner. 

1. Instead of preparing the questions for 
the annual examination of teachers, the state 
schoel commissioner has obtained them from 
the faculty of a certain schocl thus giving ad- 
vantage to the puplis of that school and put- 
ting at a decided disadvantage the pupils of 
all other colleges, and all other teachers who 
have to stand the annual examination. 

2. I charge him with th ~ illegal issuing of 
a stat® license In a certain county of Georgia. 
said license being revoked and destroyed on 
the demand of the board of education of the 
county in which it was issued, 

8. The illegal issuing of state license to the 
puplis* of a certain school ‘n Georgia, without 
any examination and without shadow of au- 
thority. 

4. The giving out of examination questions 
for a county school commissioner’s#xamina- 
tion before the day set for said examination. 
§. That some jpnths ago—perhaps two years 
ago—the state school commissioner borrowed 
as much as $2,000 from a certain bank, un- 
der the indorsement of the agent of a book 
company,. thus placing hiniself under obliga- 
tion to that company to an extent that might 
warp his judgment and influence his action. 

If these charges are true, then Mr. Glenp 
is unworthy of the offfce he holds and to 
which he ‘#ecks reelection. If they are not 
trie, then they are slanderous. ~ 

Y make this offer: If Dr. Glenn will appoint 
a friend, I will appoint one: and to these shall 
be submitted the sources of my information. 
If these gentlemen find that the charges are 
true, then Dr. Glenn shall retire from his can- 
didacy: if they find that the charges are not 
true I will retire and will make every amend 


possible.

You. will remember you'and I spoke to an ed- 
ucationa] mass meeting at the Congregational 
chyrch for cclored people iv this city, two. or 
three years ago. Booker Washington was 
mresent: You were in the church all the time 
I wae there and heard all I said. Did I utter 
any fulsome praise of Booker Washington? Is 
it not true we both simply commended the 
work he is doing for the practical education 
of his race? 

Do you regard our preserfce on that ocra- 
sion as either attending a banquet to Booker 
Washington, or in any way teaching or coun- 
seling social equality? 

Thanking you in advance for a prompt re-

Governor Candler’s reply is as follows. 

Atlanta, Ga., March 25, 1902.—Dr. G. R. 
Glenn, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: I have just 
received your note of this date inquiring if 
you, in a colored Congregational church in ‘this 
_ city, at a meeting at which Booker. Washing- 
ton was present, uttered any fuleome praise 
of Washington, and whether I regarded my 
presence on that occasion as either attending 
a banquet to Booker Washington or in any 
way teaching or counseling social equality. 

In reply I beg to say that I remember dis- 
tinctly that you and I were present at a col- 
ored Congregational church in this city, per 
haps some two years ago, when Booker Wash- 
ington was present, and we both made little 
Speeches. The congregation was Jargely col- 
ored, but there were many white people pres- 
ent. You and I and the Hon. John Temple 
araves were called on and all responded. 

I certainly did not regard my presence nor 
yours nor that of Mr. Graves as in any way 
teaching or counseling social equality. It was 
not a banquet, but a meeting of prominent 
colored people of Atlanta at which Booker 
Washing*on was to make a speech and did 
speak ou the subject of the education of the 
fiegro race. Y and I. and Colonel Graves 
were there by invitation, and when called upon 
we all three responded. My recollection. is 
that you spoke in complimentary terms of 
Washington, but I did not regard what you 
said as ‘‘fulsome’’ praise of the man: I heard 
all of your speeoh and came away with you.

ROME DISPENSARY CASES.

Under the act the dispensary 
plan becomes of force on April 1, which 
means that the bar rooms will have to 
close at that time unless the dispensary's 
opponents can succeed In having the law 
turned down.

Interesting Facts Brought Out by Char- 
ter Commission. 


. ‘; 
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CITY BOARDS DEPRECATED 


Charter Commission Holds Regular 
Meeting and Discusses Many 
Important Matters—Regu- 
lar Sessions Hereafter. 


At a meeting of the charter commission 
yesterday afternoon a rather remarkable 
fact was brought to light. in eonnection 
with the report of the committee on 
education, when the cost of educating 
pupils of the high school was ascer- 
tained. 

H. H. Cabaniss, chairman of the com- 
mittee, had submitted an informal report 
at the conclusion of which Fulton Col- 
ville asked him what the expense of the 
high school children was to the city, 
stating at the same time that he was of 
the impression that it was too great. 
Mr. Cabaniss did not have the figures, 
but they were furnished by Alderman 
Welch, who made a study of the subject 
some time ago. 

According to this statement, based on 
an attendance of 180 in 1901, each boy in 
the high school costs the city $82.3-a 
year, fully as much, if not more, than the 
private academies of the city, which 
make a specialty of preparing boys for 
college. The cost for graduating, based 
of an average of thirty-five, is $320.85. 

In the Girls’ High school the cost is 
less. In 1901 there was an attendance of 
417, and each cost the city $4.2. The 
cost of graduating on the basis of sixty- 
five is $220. |

Are Suing for Rebates. 
Freight customers of the Pennsylvania, 
who claim to have suffered discrimina- 
tion at the hands of that road, are pre- 
paring to make it quite warm for the big 
sistem 


Following the suit filed by the United 
Colleriés Company against the Pennsyl- 
vania, in which the receipt of illegal re- 
bates is admitted, the executors of the 
Ephraim W. Mentzer estate have entered 
suit for $101,301.23. 

The Mentzer people allege that full 
freight rates were paid by them on large 
shipments of coal while other companies 
were given rebates rangirg from 45 to 50 
cents per ton. Over thirty concerns are 
named as favored shippers and the Ment- 
zer people clatm that they should be 
granted the same rebate. 

The attorneys for the Mentzer people 
are confident that they will collect the 
claim in full and it is thcvght that should 
this be done innumerable claims of a 
similar nature will follow, as all large 
shippers who have paid the. legal rates 
will want to get-even with the company 
if it can be proved that discriminations 
against them have been made. 

The decision in this case will be 
watched with a great deal of interest by 
railroad men and shippers all over the 
country. If # is decided against the 
Pennsytvania, it is thought that it will 
be the most effective check to rebating 
which has yet been proposed.

He was tried yesterday before Judge 
Candler in the criminal bench of the Ful- 
ton superior court, and the” jury, after 
being out only about an hour, returned a 
sealed verdict shortly after 6 o’clock. The 
finding of the twelve men, “good and 
true,’”’ wil] be published in open court the 
first thing this morning. Before dispers- 
ing for the night the members of tne jury 
agreed not to reveal the nature of the ver- 
dict. 

Judge Candler would have remained for 
several hours yesterday evening to re- 
ceive the verdict had he not been indis- 
posed, and the lawyers in the case con- 
sented to a sealed verdict should the jury 
reach one during the afternoon or night. 
As soon as the court left the room Wells 
was taken back to the Tower. The court 
room was crowded during the hearing of 
the case. 

The trial began shortly before noon ves- 
terday. Considerable time was consumed 
in securing a jury, as many of the jurors 
disqualified. When the necessary twelve 
men were empanelled the trial proceeded
